The 
Examiner notes that the ranges of about 29 to about 58% for 60kV and about 23 to about 41% for 100KV are supported (see especially 
sentence bridging pages 1 1 and 12 which discloses maximum values of the attenuation achieved for the 0.3 mm gloves). 



Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants 1 arguments are directed to the 
unentered amendment. First, if applicants are attempting to claim unexpected results, applicant(s) are reminded that a detailed 
description of the reasons and evidence supporting a position of unexpected results must be provided by applicant(s). A mere pointing to 
data requiring the examiner to ferret out evidence of unexpected results is not sufficient to prove that the results would be truly 
unexpected to one of ordinary skill in the art.
